1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT

Wen, US patent no. 6,134,155, discloses a data process system comprises a first 
synchronization circuit is operationally coupled with the write port and is configured to 
receive the write address pointer and synchronize the write address pointer to the 
second clock domain; and a second synchronization circuit is operationally coupled with 
the read port and is configured to receive the read address pointer and synchronize the 
read address pointer to the first clock domain. 
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Phi, U.S. patent no. 6,718,449, discloses a system for data transfer between two 
clock domains, and using a write control signal and read control signal during the 
transfer data. 

However the prior art of records do not teach or suggest, individually or in 
combination, a bit slice circuit for process a slice of data comprising a master chip is 
configured to send a synchronized signal to one or more slave chips such that the 
synchronized signal is received in the second time domain circuit for the master chip 
and the second time domain circuit in one or more slave chips in the same clock cycle.
